HOME RULE SITUATION SAID 
TO BE CLEARER FOLLOWING 
DEBATE ON OFFER TO ULSTER 


Premier Asquith’s Proposal to 
Give Counties of Province 
Privilege of Voting on Six- 
Year Exclusion Told in House 


OPPOSITION IS STRONG 


All-for-Ireland Attack Plan,

LONDON—The of last 
night’s debate in the House of Commons 
is a general feeling that agreement by 
consent may yet be reached, 

The strongest speeches against home 
rule in its proposed new form came from 
the leaders of the All-for-Ireland party, 

William O’Brien describing the Prime 
' Minister’s new proposals as the setting 
up of a new Orange Free State whilst 
M.. Healy declared that he would prefer 
no home rule bill at all to the one now 
put: forward by the government, and 
wound up with the prophecy that Sir 
Kdward Carson would get his own way. 

The House was crowded to its limits 
when at 3:45 o'clock Mr. Asquith rose to 
make the government statement and 
open the debate. Magnificent speaker 
as he is, he preferred, as is always his 
habit in making statements of vital im- 
portance which may afterward be chal- 
lenged, to read his new proposals. 

He prefaced his remarks by declaring 
that he would have preferred home rule 
within home rule, but that unfortunate- 
ly that particular idea found no friends. 
In the interests of peace, therefore, and 
not because the government thought 
that Ulster was suffering hardship, or 
that their proposals were unjust, he 
would state the concessions which the 
cabinet was prepared to make, but these 
concessions carried with them the con- 
cession on the Unionist side of agree- 
ment to a parliament in Ireland and the 
executive attached thereto. 

Sir Horace Plunkett’s scheme nad been 
considered but not thought workable, 
and so the government had determined 
to propose a form of exclusion, not as 
a solution but as an expedient. The 
new proposals, then, would permit Ulster 
counties to determine individually 
whether they desired to be excluded 
frour the operation of the act. 

Any county in Ulster could claim ex- 
clusion if when a pol] had been taken a 
hare majority of electors voted in favor 
of excluding the county as a _ whole. 
Those qualified to vote would be only 
parliamentary electors. The simple ques- 
tion would be put to them: Are you in 
favor of exclusion. of the county from 
the government of Ireland act for a 
period of vears, or are you against it? 
and this period of vears had been fixed 
at six years. 

These six years would run from the 
first meeting of the Irish Parliament, 
probably July, 1915, to July, 1921, be- 
tween Which dates there must be at least 
two general elections at which the ex- 
perience of the working of the Trish 
Parliament would be reviewed betore the 
opportunity given for judging. The ex- 
cluded counties would have’ undimin 
ished representation in the Imperial 
Parliament and the [Irish executive 
would have no right of entry into the 
excluded areas. 

This, the prime minister wound up, 
was the cabinet’s offer and he saw no 
possibility of any settlement by con- 
sent in which the balance of give and 
take was likely to be more evenly ad- 
usted. 

The speech of the leader of the oppo- 
sition who followed showed little inclina- 
tion to come to an accommodation. If, 
he declared, the statement made by the 
government was its last word, 
position Was extremely grave. 

lhe Unionists were opposed to the 
principle of home rule exclusion or non- 
evclusion and they still maintained that 
the government had no right to attempt 
to torce through the policy without a di- 
rect appeal to the electors. If it was 
“rong to make Ulster come into home 
rule today how could it be right to make 
them come in tomorrow! The great mis- 
take of the prime minister’s concessions 
Was that they had been made unwillingly 
and too jJate. 

There were two ways and two only 
out of the difficultv—referendum or 
election. The government proposals 
how easy a referendum would 
iw, and he challenged them to ace ept one 
or the other of these solutions.

By exclusion, he declared, good or bad, 
Ulster demanded the question should be 
settled now and forever. A period of six 
years would be impossible—a period of 
restlessness and uncertainty. Only after 
the time limit had been withdrawn would 
it be possible to consult Ulster. 

After a speech by the Labor leader 
Ramsay Macdonald, who warned the op- 
position against a resort to force at a 
moment when the working classes were 
so profoundly stirred, the debate was 
adjourned sine die.

More Now Selling at 16 Cents 
—Retail Figure Drops 


Gasoline at wholesale has 
from 18 cents to 16 cents a gallon for 
quantity lots of 25 gallons or more. 
This 1-cent rate is a flat wholesale rate 
Con- 
tracts through which users of large quan- 
tities of gasoline were formerly enabled 
to secure a figure slightly lower than the 
wholesale quotation cannot be renewed. 

As a result of the lower wholesale quo- 
tation motor fuel may now be had at 
retail at a proportionate reduction,

gasoline will move any nearer the 10-cent 
tigure quoted about 15 months ago, be- 
fore the sharp rise, is problematical, ac- 
cording to Clayton Kinsley, assistant 
manager of the Boston oflice of the 
Standard Oi!

CHARGES ARE DENIED 


District of Columbia because of the 
status of its inhabitants and because it 
is the seat of government. The govern- 
ment owned, at the time of the Organic 
Act, about half the property in the dis- 
trict and it was provided that the gov- 
ernment should pay half the cost of its. 
maintenance. Now the government owns 
considerably more than half the area, in 
addition to the streets, and constantly 
is condemning more for its use. This 
property is exempt from taxation. 

Taxation is somewhat lighter, in gen- 
eral, upon the district property owner 
than it is in most cities the size of 
Washington. Figures have been present- 
ed in many ways to show the contrary, 
but in the calculation certain factors are 
eliminated. For instance, it is shown 
that of 183 cities in the United States 
of more than 30,000 population, 129 have 
a per capita tax levy less than that of 
Washington, that in the district being 
$14.06. It is forgotten, however, that 
there are no county or estate taxes to pay 
in Washington, the only taxes outside the 
general assessment being the water, side- 
walk and alley taxes. There is no special 
school tax, and the government pays for 
paving and sewers and water mains. 

On the other hand, it is urged that 
Washington, the capital city of the na- 
tion, should be beautified and maintained 
in a state of dress for which the local 
residents should not be required to pay.

Among the leading men who saw the political handwriting on the 
wall, and who realized that a republican form of government alone 
could satisfy the aspirations of his countrymen, was Baron do Rio 
Branco. Having served under four Presidents, the most important 
‘work of this noted Brazilian was as minister of foreign affairs. As 
such Rio Branco was the means of placing his country conspicuously 
before the world: its international dealings reflected in every way 
the high character and purpose of the republic. Brazil owes this 
statesman a\large debt of gratitude which it means to repay in a 
measure by erecting a monument to his honor in the city whence 
iis labors carried far and wide. 

With Brazil's foreign relations carried on satisfactorily by the 
successor to Baron do Rio Branco, Dr. Lauro Severiano Muller, it

As there are many lines of footwear 
outeide of those mentioned above, and 
few among them but be in limited de- 
mand, their inactive condition does re- 
flect a pessimistic shadow upon the 
whole. However, a close scrutiny re- 
vealed more business in hand than would 


_be supposed from the remarks which 


are frequently heard throughout the 
market. Therefore it is a fair presump- 
tion that factories on the verge of an 
absolute shut-down are few and far be- 
tween, 

That the present situation is not to 
the liking of the manufacturers goes 
without saying, still as there are close to 
100,000,000 of people who are consuming 
footwear there must sooner or later be 
something for producers to do. Further- 
more as the country’s commercial! pros- 
pects are ordinarily encouraging the 
doleful predictions now so often heard 
are largely in the abstract.

to save a dollar for net out of a $10,- 
700,000 increase in gross, but its income 
available for dividends showed an actual 
loss of $233,000, compared with the 
previous year. 

Operating revenues totaled $185,400,- 
825, compared with $174,607,598 in 1912, 
establishing a new high record by a wide 
margin. The increase of $11,300,000 in 
operating expenses, however, more than 
wiped out this splendid gain, a result 
which was highly disappointing both to 
Pennsylvania officials and to its army of 


stockholders. 

The sharp rise in operating expenses 
was partly acgounted for by beavier 
maintenance so eg but more largely 
still by the increase in traffic and trans- 
portation expenses, the result of the 
granting of higher pay to enginemen, 


»} conductors and trainmen, the enactment 


of “full train crew” laws, and expendi- 
tures for further increasing operating 
efficiency and safety. Total maintenance 
expenditures increased 10 per cent over 
1912. while traffic transportation and 
general expenses increased 15 per cent. 

Although maintenance expenditures 
advanced somewhat disproportionately 
in relation to gross, consuming as they 
did nearly 34 per cent of operating 
revenues, compared with 32.7 per cent 
in 1912, the outlay was in accordance 
with the high standard which the Penn- 
sylvania has set itself. Much of the 
increase in maintenance of way is at- 


right of way, and to larger expenditures 
for renewing and relocating culverts, 
buildings signals, ete. 

Taken on a per mile basis maintenance 
of way expenditures were considerably 
above the average, amounting to $5963 
per mile of road, compared with $5242 
in 1912 and 4567 in 1911. The actual 
increase in maintenance of way over the 
1912 year was 14.3 per cent. The 
crease of 7.6 per cent in expenditures 
for maintenance of equipment was less 
striking.

DISCOUNT COMPANIES AND 
NEW FEDERAL RESERVE LAW 


NEW YORK—The report that power- 
ful financial interests were behind a 
project to organize a discount company 
on lines of those in London, to take ad- 
vantage of new conditions with refer- 
ence to commercial paper as a result of 
the federal reserve act, has directed at- 
tention to this class of institutions. 
Notwithstanding that the report was 
given little credence in many banking 
circles, it continues to be given serious 
consideration in certain responsible 
quarters, 

A banker, however. with extensive ex- 
perience in English banking, points out 
that the supposed projectors apd com- 
mentators on the plan entertain rather 
erroneous notions concerning business 
of London discount companies, Contrar 
to their opinion, he says, the companies 
do not engage in accepting mercantile

The companies secure their profite by

Consequently both 
the administrative and legislative departments at Washington are 
now busy working out constructive legislation that shall materially 
alter ail subsequent development of federally-owned lands. And 
this not in a drastic way checking use of natural resources, whether 
agricultural, mineral or hydro-electric, but rather insuring only that 
assets of a wealth-producing sort shall not be destroyed and that 
privileges granted shall not take the form of monopoly powers. 

Fortunately the action proposed by the interior department, both 
for Alaska as a territory and for the undeveloped regions of the 
United States, is not based on abstract theory. It has its analogue 
in provisions of Minnesota’s law governing mineral deposits on state 
lands, by which that commonwealth is accumulating a regal endow- 
ment for its educational institutions, and also in the royalty systems 
of Colorado and Montana governing their coal lands. 

Popular interest at present, for obvious reasons, is chiefly con- 
centrated on the Mexican situation and on trust-control. They. are 
important. No one disputes that. But they have to do with matters 
about which there is much information and advice, and many prece- 
dents. They should not, in the popular thought, obscure the pro- 
foundly important legislation now taking shape in Congress by 
which, tardily but effectively, the republic is curbing opportunities 
for individual exploitation of community resources. The enterprise 
of persons hereafter is to produce more widely diffused pecuniary 
gains. Oil, potash, phosphates and coal are only a few of the forms 
of potential wealth that await production on a*scale commensurate 
with popular demand. Federal title to such lands exists on a scale 
that only expert investigators realize. A leasing system that is fair 
to both lessor and lessee is the present desideratum. Due allowance 
also must be made for state rights. These points guarded, justice 
and equity will reign in a realm where too often they have been 


wanting.

of the greatest menacés to the maintenance 
of law and order in the east. It means a distinct victory for public 
morality over private interest. It will be remembered that some 
twelve months ago the position on the question, as between the two 
governments, was described as “delicate.’’ Downing street desired 
complete suppression and looked without hesitation to the Quai 
d'Orsay for support. The Quai d’Orsay would no doubt have 
been glad to respond at once, but it was not free in the matter. The 
whole body of small arms manufacturers in France opposed the 
action. The trade was a profitable dne. The goods were antiquated 
and consequently cheap, and the price obtained was high. Much 
pressure, therefore, was brought to bear on the government not to 
consent to the suppression. Downing street recognized the difficulty 
and displayed much patience. Lord Morley described the position 
‘as “delicate’ and deprecated discussion. The demand, however, 
was adhered to, and now the Quai d'Orsay, having freed itself from 
the incubus of pressure from without, has asserted the right of an 
enlightened public policy over simple private interest. 
On the whole, in spite of the fact thate-many who hoped the 
agreement would have extended to other important points have 
been disappointed, it must be looked upon as satisfactory. From 
the point of view of humanity the traffic in arms amongst semi- 
civilized peoples is admittedly indefensible. From the point of 
view of commercial morality the methods of this traffic stand wholly 
condemned. That both the United Kingdom and France should 
have agreed to its suppression in the sultanate of Muscat is a matter 
. for great satisfaction, and that the French government should have 
come to this decision, in spite of all the pressure that could be 
brought to bear upon it by the armament interest, renders the action 
as specially significant as it is specially welcome. 


ni a recent address before Texas agricultural 
demonstration agents, G. S. Wehrwein of 
Tenancy the public welfare division of the university 
and of that state, said that “in some counties in 
Texas 70 per cent of the farmers are tenants 
and 90 per cent of them are illiterate.”

Of the dimensions of this 
Ties | sort of club movement the Monitor from 
time to time endeavors to give its readers 


some conception. Suffice it to say that though 
the United States still holds the place of primacy, the movement 
encircles the globe and has become international in its formal organ- 
ization and its range of influence. 

But for many generations man has had a form of club that 
woman only comparatively recently has ventured to duplicate. It 
provides him with food, shelter, comforts and congenial society, and 
a quasi-home so long as he pleases and can meet the toll. Its aims 
are more those of promotion of good fellowship than of discipline 
of the intellect or training of a civic or group conscience. The basis 
of its membership is more or less exclusive and varies according to 
the species of club formed. 

Woman has of late found that such an organization meets 
some of the problems of the urban resident, especially where con- 
ditions are such that for many women-entering on the struggle of 
self-support the comforts of home are denied. College women espe- 
cially, who have gained in sororities something of an understanding 
as to what comradeship can come to mean, if they enter on residence 
in a great city and meet its grimmer aspects of toil and loneliness, 
in the course of time come to crave companionship of their kind. 
Hence it is that college women’s clubs increase as the years go by 
and as the alumnae multiply. 

New York city for the college-bred woman as for the college- 
bred man, 1s a lure that fascinates, hence it has more alumnae eligi- 
dle for membership in a university club than any other urban cen- 
ter, especially if the large suburban territory be included in the 
reckoning. Consequently one feels no surprise to read of the opening 
of a new edifice for the Women’s University Club, costing $250,000 
with its land, and using its ten-storied structure for women just as 
the Harvard Club or the University Club uses its building for men. 

To appreciate the significance of an event like this is not to 
indorse all that may go along with increase of club life among women. 
Rightly controlled such activity can do much good for persons likely 
otherwise to lead isolated, ineffectual, stunted lives. But a club is 
not a home substitute for either man or woman.

Guatemala of this trunk line through Canada, | _ Link | 
the United States, Mexico, Central America | | 
and South America, is finished, and as the 
other Central American countries gradually add their mileage to 
the whole, prospects brighten as to an early consummation of the 
great enterprise. 

There appears to be little-doubt that during the administration 
of President Estrada Cabrera, Guatemala has been forging to the 
front as one of the enlightened states of the western hemisphere. 
The President has been particularly concerned in the advancement 
of railroad construction, and it is said that it is largely through his 
personal interest in the venture that the line which was begun in 
1910, and on which) work progressed with indifferent results for 
some time, was at last taken in hand by a company capable’ of bring- 
ing it to its completion. 

The branch of the Pan-American railway in Guatemala con- 
nects with the line in the state of Chiapas, Mex. The road is about 
thirty-eight miles long. It penetrates one of the best regions of 
the republic. Trade between the neighboring countries had been on 
the increase when the periods of revolutionary activity in Mexico 
caused both to suffer from the disturbances. 

With the coming of the Pan-American railway in Guatemala 
that country possesses railroads totaling a little more than 750 
miles. On the east coast the Verpaz road runs between Panzos and 
Pancajche, furnishing an outlet through Lake Izabal and the Dulce 
river. The Guatemala Central railway is the oldest in the country. 
A few years ago it joined with the occidental road and the system 
now furnishes transportation on the Pacific coast of the country. 
The Northern or Guatemala railway, extends from Puerto Barrios, 
on the east coast, to Guatemala city. This company purposes to 
build to the Salvador frontier where it will join the Salvador railway. 

From the extreme southern end the Pan-American railway is 
making fair advance northward. The financial crises in most of 
the southern countries have retarded work in certain sections, but on 
the whole the work is going ahead. It should not be long after the 
Panama canal is opened before tins vertical railway system shall 
intersect the isthmian waterway and prove a trade feeder from 


both directions. 


In Denver the idea is to make each commissioner of the city 
government wholly responsible for all administrative matters con- 
nected with his department. This is another long step toward 
simplicity. One of the great obstacles in the way of efficient 
municipal government tn the United States is the difficulty the voter 
finds in learning exactly where the blame belongs. It will be helpful 
to the Denver voter, too, to know where the credit belongs. 


A NARROW-GAUGE railroad for Alaska, if it must come, will be 
less objectionable, of course, than a narrow-gauge policy; but in its 
treatment of Alaska the United States government will be on the 
safer side, we believe, if it shall keep closely to the best standards, 
in railroad construction as in everything else. 
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the case when good spelling was regarded as an accomplishment. 
It was not the case in the davs of the inflexible schoolmaster, nor 
in the nights of the spelling bee. However, if it is the case now, 
the important thing is to take measures toward correction. 

The superintendent of schools in Portland, Ore., L. R. Alder- 
man, has adopted a plan of procedure which he believes will be suc- 
cessful. He proposes to revive spelling competition in the schools. 
Each grade of pupils will be given from 250 to 400 words to learn 
each term—30 per cent from the regulation spelling book, 30 per cent 
from the reader and 40 percent from general sources. This pro- 
vides for a liberal range. The contests will take place on May 27 
and 28, and they are to be written. Under the old plan, as in the 
spelling bees, the contests were spoken. The advantage of the latter 
system was that it provided exercise in pronunciation as Well as in 
spelling. 

Other educators in all probability will devise other plans. It 
does not matter so much what system may be adopted as that there 
shall be application of some practical method of teaching. This 
should be of a form calculated to impress the pupil with syllables 
and sounds. If one were to say offhand where the main difficulty 
lies at present, we believe he would be justified in saying that in most 
of the schools spelling as a study has become perfunctory rather 
than conscientious. 


Pror. Wi1LLIAM H. Tart of Yale University, 
lecturing to students of the Boston Univer- UJ 
sity law school, has urged both judges and Ses 
lawyers to more reasoned consideration of of 
the part played by symbolism and personal 
attire in their profession. The place where 
Justice is dispensed should have its own dis- 
tinctive, appropriate setting. Both advocate 
and judge should conform to a code of proper | 
manners as well as a rule of ethics. More- 
over, in their attire as well as in their speech and demeanor, these - 
permanent actors in the role of truth-seekerts and right-enforcers 
should be distinguished from both litigants and spectators. In short, 
the eminent jurist would have judges and counsel begowned if not 
bewigged as in the days of the American colonies and as now in 
the courts of other lands. 

Suc? advice comes fittingly from Yale, where at all contem- 
porary academic functions emphasis is put upon ritual and robing 
to a degree as yet unequaled at any other leading eastern university 
of the United States. This counsel reflects an almost inevitable 
reaction against the excesses of simplicity and democracy to which 
a new people went in their first epoch of liberty and revolt against 
old-world customs and habits. It also registers increasing apprecia- 
tion of the part played by symbol and externalities in leading some 
sorts of persons to understanding of truths that to other persons 
need no such media. 

Of course now as ever the essential things in a court of justice 
are a spirit of equity, a learned and fearless bench, and lawyers who, 
while faithful to clients’ interests, are also mindful of bounds beyond 
which advocacy cannot go. Given these, and the judiciary is the 
supreme expression of government. Lacking these, no formality of 
procedure, solemnity of attire or official ceremonies count. 

Taking the republic by and large, our impression is that at this 
particular stage of national history there is more popular interest in 
the realistic aspects of court procedure than there is in the symbolic.

REPRESENTATIVE Levy of New York, who owns the Thomas 
Jefferson residence at Monticello, Va., has persistently refused to 
part with the property. Nevertheless, Senator Reed of Missouri has
